‘Fire Chief Warns of 


'Common Hazards 

As Christmas draws near, Menlo 
Park Fire District Chief Thomas F. 
Cuff this week injected a note of 
gaution into the proceedings —-not 
to cast any gleom over the proceed- 
ings, but to make sure the Yule hol- 
iday stays happy. 

“Be careful of fire,” he said, and 
added a few words on how this 
might best be done. 

Christmas trees, he pointed out, 
can be a source of trouble if proper 
p itions are ignored. In pub 
buildings’ fireproofed trees are 
quired; around home the ordinary 
trees are all right, but householders 


should choose decorations with 
care. 
Candles and cotton, if made a 


part of tree decorations, can be 
dangerous. Too, the chief points out, 
trees should be kept away from 
heating appliances and out of the 
way of draughts which might blow 
them over. 
ERVE TWO PURPOSES 

The life of the tree can be pro- 
longed and the interests of safety 
can be served at the same time, 
Cuff went on, if householders will 
anchor the tree by placing the base 
in a bucket of wet sand or earth 
Most trees are fairly dry and da 
erous, since they were cut several 
months ago.

“It may seem unnec- 
essary io mention this hazard,” 
Cuff emphasized, “but every Christ- 
mas people do it, and it’s an almost 
certain method of inviting fire.” 
OBVIOUS WARNING 

Another warning which seems ob- 
vious is the one to the effect that 
lighted candles should never be 
placed in windows, where curtains 
might blow against the flames. 
Already this year we’ve had on 
fire caused by this,” Cuff said, add- 
ing that it could have been a s 
ous one.

When you’re unwrapping your 
presents, don't threw the loose tis- 
sue paper into the fireplace. The 
tissue is light, and once ignited 
e can be carried by the draught its 
own flames create onto the roof of 

your house. 

Don’t let the wrappings collect in- 
side the house, either. 

Also, if you have guests, be sure 
they're supplied with enouh ash 
trays so they don't leave cigaret 
stubs on the furniture.

New Law « 
Expected 
To Pass 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

Last week we outlined the resolu- 
tion adopted by the League of Cal- 
ifornia Cities at the Cctober con- 
ference with reference to the urban 
unincorporated areas in the state. 

Subsequent meetings with ‘county 
supervisors indicate that this pro- 
gram will be acceptable to them. 
Last legislative session our bill 
was finally sidetracked only by tie 
vigorous opposition of the supervis- 
ors. 

There shoyld be no difficulty 
obtaining our legislation this time 
if there is some aceord with the 
the supervisors. 

Our program now provides that 
unincorporated urban areas be plac- 
ed in special taxing districts by the 
board of supervisors in each county. 

.\ special tax would be levied in 
these areas to pay. the cost of ur- 
kan-type services, such services to 
be furnished by the county. 

The creation of special purpose 
districts with their own goyern- 
ing boards is te be discouraged, 
except for water, sanitation, flood 


control and utility-type opera- 
tions. 
Under the program, authority 


would be given to city councils to 
require a vote of annexation in 
neighboring unincorporated areas. 
In many cases a minority of the 
people in such en area by active 
cpposition discourage the propon- 
ents of annexation from going 
through the red tape now required 
to bring the matter to a vote. 

The third objective of the pro- 
gram is to requite all uninhabit- 
ed land close to a city’s borders to 
come in to the city before it is 
subdivided. 

This, in my opinion, is the heart 
of the program for it looks to the 
future. Our major goal is the elim- 


ination of fringe urban areas, and 


this procedure would prevent the 
increase or reoccurence of the pro- 
blem. 

Menlo Park has been successful 
in obtaining the annexation of al- 
most all of our undeveloped lands 
adjacent to our borders prior to 
their development, and as a result 
fine, well planned subdivisions have 
resulted. 

All of the city westerly of. Olive 
street was annexed and develop- 
ed in this manner, as was Oak- 
dell Terrace, Brookdell No. °3, 
Hillview Manor and Linfield Oaks. 

Cities have learned by experience 
that they have an interest in stand- 
ards of development everywhere. 
Either through competition or ul- 
timate annexation lower standards 
outside hurt the cities. 

Therefore, it is proposed that the 
state enact certain minimum build- 
ing standards and subdivision con- 
trols statewide for urban areas. with 
cities and counties privileged to en- 
act higher standards. 

Also it is proposed. te encourage 
the zoning of all land.in the state. 

These proposals would have no 
effect in San Mateo county, where 
the county already has high devel- 
opment. standards. 

Finally, it is proposed that. cities 
and the counties in which they are 
located cooperate in the guidance of 
future development.
